Lives of Guardians Imperilled 
In Sale of Drugs, Says Dr. Elkin 


By RALPH T. JONES, 

Lives of many Georgians are daily 
imperilied by the illegal sale of drugs 
over the counters of general merchan- 
dise stores and drink parlors, accord- 
ing to Dr. W. S. Elkin, head of the 
drug division of state pure food and 
drug office, a bureau of the state de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Inspectors for the bureau are con- 
stantly in the field, seeking places 


where the proprietary medicines and 


other drugs which, under the state 
law, must not be sold except on a 
physician’s prescription and by a 
drugstore with a regularly licensed 
pharmacist, are purchasable. 

Recently, in Rome, the inspectors 
found an establishment with more 
than 2,000 separate items on sale, 
items that are barred from sale ex- 
cept by drugstores. Such dangerous 
drugs as bichloride of mercury were 
found at this place. 

The Rome store specializes in buy- 
ing up entire stocks of stores which 
have suffered fires. The stock in ques- 
tion was from a drugstore in Ten-

nessée, The goods were shipped to 
Rome and, according to the inspectors, 
placed on sale there. 

Most cases found, however, involve 
only a small stock of one or two ar- 
ticles. It is the custom always to no- 
tify the merchant that he is violating 
the law and to point out the penalties 
attached, A list of the illegally of- 
fered goods is then taken and the 
merchant is advised to return the 
goods to the wholesale house from 
which he obtained them. When he. 
sends the receipt for the returned 


goods to the office of the drug in- 
spector in the state capitol, the re- 
port against him is marked satisfied. 

Under this system the storekeeper 
does not lose, getting his credit for 
the returned goods from the whole-| 
salers, the law is satisfied and the’ 
public protected, 

Dr. Elkins illustrated the danger in 
such illegal sales of drugs by showing 
a number of boxes of calomel tablets 
taken by the inspectors. Calomel, a 
common remedy in its pure form, un- 
dergoes a chemical change if kept for 
any length of time. It becomes mer- 
curie oxide, a dangerous poison. The 
change is accompanied by an altera- 
tion in color, from the white of pure 
calomel, to a brown tinge and finally 
to the black of the mercuric oxide. 
Many boxes found on general store 
shelves were completely black, 

In general the Georgia pure drug 
law prohibits the sale, by any but a 
licensed pharmacist, of drugs classed 
as “proprietary.” This includes prep- 
arations or combinations of drugs put 
up in convenient form and advertised 
directly to physicians or surgeons and 
intended for use only on direct pre- 
scription of a regular doctor. 

Some preparations, known as “pat- 
ent medicines,” may legally be sold 
by any merchandise store, 

It is against the sale of the pro- 
hibited “proprietary” preparations | 
that the state drug inspectors are ac- | 
tive, | 

However, it is the opinion of Dr. | 
Elkin, as of all informed persons, | 
that in case of sickness the only safe | 
course to follow is to call a regular, | 
qualified physician and use only those | 
medicines he has directly recommend- | 
ed or prescribed.

Association President Says 
Record for First Four 
. Months Is Alarming. 


WASHINGTON, May 24—Offi- 
cials of the American Automobile As- 
sociation have joined other safety ad- 
vocates in calling attention to an 
alarming increase. in motor car fa- 
talities and injuries during recent 
months. 

Thomas P. Henry, president of the 
association, says the record for ‘the 
first four months of this year con- 
tinues to show a constantly ascending 
curve of accidents, with recent mis- 
haps ‘appearing to result in a larger 
uumber of deaths and critical injuries. 

“Normally these are the months 
during which fatalities and injuries 
are at their lowest,” he said. “With 


this in mind, the prospect for the re- 
mainder of the year readily can be 
visualized.” : 

The increase in accidents can he 
ascribed in some degree, Henry says, 
to the large number of youthful driv- 
ers operating family cars witheut 
requisite discipline and restraint, the 
increase in ear operation in terms of 
mileage, millions of poorly maintained 
cars on the highways and streets, and 
the growing inadequacy of the high- 
ways to carry the high speed traffic 
of today. 

“But above all the inherent cause 
lies in the fact,’ "Henry says, “that 
neither as a nation nor as communi- 
ties have we organized on a basis 
that is anywhere near what is re- 
quired to meet one of our most crucial 
problems.” 

He says “there is no indication that 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment 
has had anything to do with the in- 
crease in mishaps, an increase which 
was on the way before repeal.”

Presbyterian Moderator 
Urges Policy of Devotion 
to Selfless Service. 


MONTREAT, N. C., May 24.—(#) 
In a ringing appeal to the 400 com- 
missioners to the annual general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Churca in 
the United States, the Rev. Ernest 
Thompson, D. D., retiring moderator, 
tonight urged that no time be spent 
‘in competing with other Christian 
forces and denominations” and that 
clergymen and laymen “devote them- 
selves to service.” 

Dr. Thompson, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Charleston, 
W. Va., delivered his sermon on 
“Christ's Mission. the Measure of 
Ours,” as a prelude to the organiza- 
tion meeting. 

Sessions will extend through next 
Thursday. 

“It doesn't matter what claims we 
make today,” he told the seventy- 
fourth annual assembly. “The world 
is ne longer interested in such things.” 

He deplored debates as to which 
is the true church, and pointed out 
that Christ never spent his time dis- 
cussing the mode of baptism, or the 
form of ehurch organization, but train- 
ed his apostles in truth and inspired 
them with a passion for service. 

“This,” he continued, “is my dream 
of what a church should be: A church 
with a warm heart, the open mind, 
the adventurous spirit: a church that 
cares, that heals hurt lives, that com-

“It should be a church that knows 
no division of culture or class: no 
frontiers, geographical or ‘social; a 
church that requires as well as af- 
firms, that looks forward as well as 
backward: the church of the Master, 
the church of the people, the high 
church, the broad church, the low 
church; high as the ideals: of Jesus, 
broad as the love of God, low ‘as the 
humblest citizen. 

“It should be a working church, a 
worshippin church, a winsome 
church, a church that interprets truth 
in terms of its own tin.es and that 
challenges its times in terms of truth;

come, a church of all good men, the 
church of the living God.” 

Jesus, he said, subordinated every- 
thing to the work of world saving. 
His actions remain through the mar- 
shalling centuries the epic of all phil- 
anthropy, the ideal of all the redemp- 
tive work, he continued. 

Dr. Thompson said the mood of 
service should be undaunted and in- 
vincible. He called attention to the

Complying. 

In its bids on government truck 
business the Northwest Motor Com- 
pany certified it was complying with 
NRA _ requirements but refused to 
state positively that the Ford Motor 
Company was complying. McCarl or- 
= the bids rejected because of this 
act, 

Justice O'Donoghue drew an anal- 
ogy between the Ford company and 
an alien enemy, indicating belief that 
the government could not be required 
to purchase goods from <n acceptable 
retailer who had received them from 
the enemy. 

Hammond Chaffetz, an assistant 
whom Attorney-General Cummings 
sent to fight the Ford agent's injunc- 
tion, defended legality of the presi- 
dent’s order and asserted bidders for 
government business must assure the 
government of full compliance by the 
manufacturer, 

Counsel for the Ford agency ar- 
gued President Roosevelt had usurp- 
ed powers belonging to congress and 
that the government would save $30,- 
000 by. accepting each bid of the 
Northwest Company.

TWO KILLED, ELEVEN HURT 


IN, TOLEDO BATTLE 

TOLEDO, Ohio, May 25.—(Friday) 
(P)—A jeering crowd of 6,000, refus- 
ing to be cowed by rifle fire and gas 
barrages, battled 740 Ohio national 
guardsmen hour after hour with bot- 
tles and bricks at the Electric Auto: 
Lite plant last night. 

At midnight the casualties had 
mounted to two dead, killed by the 
militia’s fire, eleven known injured 
and perhaps scores of others hurt but 
unaccounted for in hospital lists. 

As the battles continued military 
authorities began to investigate the 
circumstances of the rifle fire yester- 
day afternoon. The guardsmen open- 
ed fire during a major skirmish again 
tonight. Commanding officers said 
the afternoon firing had not been or- 
dered. They were silent about the 
night outburst. 

Three Peace Moves. 

Although three moves for peace 
were under way, the threat of a gen- 
eral strike, discussed for two weeks

gaining ground. Late at night 275 
union electrical workers voted to au- 
thorize their business agent to call 
them out on strike at any time he 
desires. 

The guerilla warfare which slack- 
ened early today came as a climax to 
three days of rioting at the Electric 
Auto-Lite plant, some of whose work- 
ers have been on strike for five weeks, 
demanding a 10 per cent wage in- 
crease, recognition of their A. F. of 
L. union and other concessions. The 
company has refused to concede the 
closed shop. Before yesterday 100 
persons had been slightly hurt in oc- 
casional rioting. 

Continuous warfare did not break 
out until national guardsmen had been 
ordered here to bolster local authori- 
ties yesterday. 

Cursing and taunting and throwing 
missiles, the crowd closed in on 25 
militiamen at the edge of the six- 
blocks strike zone. The guardsmen 
hurled gas bombs and the angry ¢rowd 
fell cack only to push forward again. 
The soldiers fired a volley over the 
heads of the throng, which included 
many women. The response was more 
bricks and bottles. 

Aiming their rifles at the rioters, 
the troops fired a short volley and 
the crowd broke, leaving the wounded 
on the streets. The crowd surged 
back several times but at 10 p. m. a 
heavy gas attack had driven it back 
two blocks. 

The battle was continuous after a 
lull of an hour or more late today, 
preceding which two men were slain 
by guardsmen’s rifles. 

Crowd Gathers Again. 

Some 5,000 persons, mostly men, 
were in the crowd which was fired 
upon by the troops during the day. It 
melted to some 2,000, around the din- 
ner hour. As darkness fell the crowd 
began to swell again, and by 8:30 it 
had mounted to perhaps more than 
6,000 persons. . 

Missiles interspersed with taunts 
and curses constantly flew from the 


ranks of the rioters toward national ! 
guardsmen especially at the Elm and! 
Champlain street intersection, where | 
most of the crowd was gathered. 

Ambulances plowed through the 
crowd after the firing subsided, and 
picked up the injured. The men who 
were shot said they were John NSulli- 
van, 30, arm wound, and Edmond 
Scobie, shoulder wound. Edward 
Westfere, 60, was struck by a rock. 
Sergeant George Heininger was the 
soldier injured, apparently struck by a 
brick. 

The firing tonight began much as 
did the fatal gunfire this afternoon. 


Taunts for. Guard. 


The crowd, cursing and _ taunting, 
began to edge in close to the Cham- 
plain and Elm street outposts of 25 
guardsmen and their officers. 

“What are you doing here? Why 
don’t you go get Dillinger?” was one 
of the many taunts to the soldiers. 
As darkness fell more bricks began 
to fly, and officers ordered the street 
intersection cleared as the crowd got 
too close to the machine gun em- 
placement. 

Guardsmen hurled so-called “knock- 


stronger than the ordinary tear gas. 
The crowd fell back, and actually 
started scattering. 

But more arrivals in the back be- 
gan to push again toward the out- 
post. Bottles were flying by the 
scores within five tmeinutes. Whether 
by order or not, the guardsmen fired 
a volley over the heads of the throng. 
The response was more bottles and 
bricks. 

Crowding close again, the soldiers 
opened fire {nto the crowd. A short 
volley. The ambulances shrieked their 
way through the milling strike sym- 
pathizers, und picked up the five cas- 
ualties, much as they had done in the 
afternoon. 

Seek Dynamite. 

Then the crowd fell back again. A 
rumor spread that strikers were g0- 
ing to a nearby quarry to get dyna- 
mite. The rumored plan included a 
stealthy trip through marshes and 
railroad yards to the Flectric Auto 
Lite plant to use the dynamite. ATI 
authorities branded the rumor false 
and ridiculous. 

Although the major attack on the 
Chamberlain and Elm street sector 
subsided a little after 9 p. m., E. S. 
T., guerilla warfare continued along 
about half the six-block ring of steel 
thrown out by the militia. 

About 9:30 p. m. a group of some 
20 men advanced on a national guard 
outpost in a street near the entrance 
of the Electric Auto-Lite plant. With- 
in some 30 or 40 yards of the sol- 
diers, the advancing group opened fire 
with guns, guardsmen said. A brick 
barrage was laid down simultaneously. 

Guardsmen held their ground with- 
out replying to the gunfire, then rush- 
ed the attackers, capturing 13 of the 
20, and placing them under military 
arrest for civil authorities. The group 
was taken to the plant for question- 


ing. 

Union Official Booed. 

Thomas J. Ramsey, of the Automo- 
tive Federal Union. affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, ap- 
peared in the midst of bricktossers as 
the battle continued and attempted 
to appeal to them in soap-box speech 
fashion.

Agents May Face Prose- 
cutions for Collection of 
Taxes Here. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—4)— 
Government agents today were in the 
uncomfortable position of being liable 
to Georgia state prosecutions for col- 


lecting taxes from an Atlanta brewery. 

This was only one of a number of 
complications surrounding beer brew- 
ing by the Atlanta Ice & Bottling 
Company, in Georgia, a state whose 
laws forbid intoxicants. 

Through what the treasury de- 
scribes as a “misunderstanding” the 
brewery s application for operation 
vas approved and the internal revenue 
collector at Atlanta notified to sell 
't the necessary tax stamps. 

This action was contrary to the 
government's policy of not selling 
stamps to breweries in dry states. In- 
ternal revenue collectors have been so 
nstructed and given the further order. 
to seize beer or liquor manufactured | 
outside the federal tax requirements.

The aviator was 
Beeler Blevins, flying the same ancient 
J-1 Standard, who had landed and 
made his headquarters at the north- 
ern end of the airport property, near 
Virginia avenue. he city concentrat- 
ed its efforts on the southern portion 
of the property, now the center of 
the airport’s activities, and when work 
had progressed sufficiently, Blevins 
had the honor of being the first pilot 
to land on the new field. 

On March 4, 1930, three years after 
Blevins had built a commodious han- 
gar, a disastrous fire swept the prop- 
erty, consuming the frame ,building 
and the 20 airplanes it contained in a 
spectacular blaze which caused dam- 
age estimated at $140,000. Without 
insurance and almost completely wiped 
out financially, Blevins. was undaunt- 
ed in the face of overwhelming odds 
and began building anew. He ac- 
quired another hangar. larger and 
more solidly constructed than the for- 
mer, and airplanes with which to 
earry on his flying school. At the 
time of his death his business was 
on a firm foundation and was begin- 
ning to show a profit. 

Perhaps Blevins’ outstanding ac- 
complishment during his long years of 
flying was his feat of finishing third 
in the Bendix cross-country derby froin 
Los Angeles to Cleveland in Septem- 
ber, 1931. Flying Asa Candler’s Lock- 
heed, which, except for one other 
plane, was the slowest ship entered 
in the long race, Blevins did a re- 
markable piece of navigating, never 
strayed from the long course and fin- 
ished far ahead of several ships which 
were rated many miles an hour faster. 


Blevins had participated in hun- 


dreds of air meets throughout the 
south and was a familiar figure at 
all airport dedications and the like. 
In the last few years, however, his 
business at Candler field demanded 
so much of his attention that he had 
little time to devote to outside ac- 
tivity. 
Noted as an Instructor. 


As an instructor Blevins probably | 


was without a peer in this section and 


field had turned out some of the best 
known pilots in the south. Some of 
these now are engaged in commercial 
flying and many are sportsmen pilots 
—both men and women—in and 
around Atlanta. Blevins was partic- 
ularly proud of the fact that not one 
of his pupils ever had a major acci- 
dent in the air, this attesting to the 
thoroughness with which they were 
grounded in the fundamentals of 
flying. 

It was ironical that Blevins, after 
18 years of flying without a serious 
crash and with some 10,000 hours of 
actual flying to his credit, should have 
lost his life in an automobile accident. 

His skill in the air was almost un- 
canny and although death had grazed 
him on numerous occasions, his ‘feel’ 
of his plane was so instinctive and 
his ability so marked that he always 
was able to descend in safety. Once,

This move was taken with a view 
tc reinstating the 3 per cent salary 
cut for employes making $100 or less 
a month.

The commission refused to increase 
anticipations during the meeting in 
view of the lagging city collections. 

Key cited that fact in his veto, and 
held that the extra legal appropria- 
tion for schools as attempted by the 
council resolution was a futile effort 
to set aside the budget commission. 

Non-school employes have been cut 
from 3 to 13 per cent, while school 
employes were. slashed from 4 to 30 
per cent.

Mayor’s Veto, 

The mayor's veto follows: 
To the General Council, 

City of Atlanta. 
Gentlemen: 

I am returning, without approval, a res- 
olution adopted at the last session of the 
general council, appropriating an additional 
sum of $212,000 to the school department, 
providing that this fund be taken from 
the contingent fund, and providing also that 
if this fund should not be realized durinz 
the year from the receipts, that it should 
be taken from the appropriation to the 
schools for the year 1935. 

The saubject of this resolution has been 
recurring constantly in one form or an- 
other during the year, and 1 have taken 
occasion in two veto messages to state the 
grounds of my objections to this and similar 
appropriations—therefore, I will not at- 
tempt to discuss the matter in detail, but 
desire to restate briefly the grounds of my 
objections to this appropriation. 

(1) The funds to meet this appropriation 
will not be realized from the revenue of the 
city during the year. The budget commis- 
sion has just been over the anticipated re- 
ceipts and the appropriations for the year 
and so far as we can judge at this time, 
the appropriations exceed the reasonable 
anticipations in the sum of $100,00v. 

(2) This action of the general council 
is, in effect, the setting aside of the budget 
commission law, and it anticipates the sum 
of $212,000 over and above what the pudg- 
et commission has anticipated. Under the 
law the council cannot legally make this 
appropriation. The comptroller cannot 
legally issue checks, and I cannot sign, 
legally, checks for it. 

(8) The effect of this appropriation would 
unbalance the city budget, and place the 
city where it could not borrow additional 
sums from the banks to meet the pay rolls 
and imperative obligations. 

(4) During the latter part of the year, 
certainly for two or three months, the city 
will have to issue scrip. With the budget 
unbalanced, and the city’s credit destroyed, 
this scrip will not be taken at par as it 
has been heretofore—nor could we get 
strong financial institutions to take 1 
scrip as has been done in the past. The 
result would be that the city employés 
would be forced to sell their scrip at a 
heavy discount and would cause a greater 
loas in Wages and salaries than the amount 
which you are trying to recover. 

(5) Out of the sum total of the city $s 
reventic it must meet all of its obligations. 
If you give to one branch of city govern- 
ment more than its just share, the other 
branches of the city government must suf- 
This is an ob- 
stinate fact which eanvot be cancealed by 
mere juggling of figures. The amount that 
you will give to one brauch of government 
in excess of what is fair, would have to 
be taken from the other branches of the 
‘ity government. 
The menevel council has no legal authority 
to anticipate the income of the schools for

You may have heard of that strange 
and pathetic story from Lyons the 
other day when a mother and child 
died because of, or in spite of, the 
ministrations of a so-called “wise” 
woman.

The peasant feels himself as- 
sailed by implacable, mysterious, hos- 
tile forces all about him. He will 
instinctively turn to the beings—wise 
men, witches or wizards—whom he 
believes have a secret understanding 
with the invisible powers. Curious to 
say, the peasants won't tell you about 
their witchcraft praetices, if you are 
a stranger. They are very secretive 
about it. _They will seldom call a 
doctor, even in the case of a serious 
illness, they hesitate a long time. 
Avarice is of course the main rea- 
son for this. But they also believe

ROOSEVELT ROYALTIES WASHINGTON, May 24.—There 
: is a lot of national backstairs 


whispering about how much the writing Roosevelts are making out 
of their literary efforts. 

Such talk undoubtedly has been inspired by a congressman who 
charged that White House royalties would bring more than a mil- 
lion dollars a year. Another congressman publicly -said a half mil- 
lion. Neither knew what he was talking about. 

If you check around among the right people on the inside of 
the publishing and magazine trade, you can get a good idea of the 
facts. The White House and the publishers consider their writing 
contracts as personal and confidential, and they probably are right 
about that. But men on the inside of the writing game know what 
is going on in their trade, and their expert judgment cannot be far 
wrong. 

You may accept the following facts as unofficial but authorita- 
tive: 


BOOKS President Roosevelt’s first book, “Looking Forward,” 
has sold approximately 30,000 copies at $2.50 retail. 
The gross income from it, therefore, was around $75,000. 


Unquestionably, the president received a better royalty than 
given ordinary writers. It would be somewhere between 15 and 20 
per cent, probably the latter. On that basis, the royalties from his 
first book would amount to about $15,000. 

The second book, ‘On Our Way,” has, to date, reached just 
about the sale of the first book. It will not sell any substantial 
amount beyond its present sale. It also retails at $2.50, so the 
royalty from it will be approximately the same as the first book. 

lf you figure the total income to date from the two books at be- 
tween $25,000 and $30,000, you will be just about correct. Mr. 
Roosevelt has done no other writing.

Frank S. MeGaughey, president of 
the Capital Electric Company, speak-

other than the method of selling this entered into by representatives of the

The plan is, in our 
opinion, a deliberate attempt on their 


part to place the sale of electrical ap- 
pliances directly in the hands of the 
publie ytilities, at the roe of the 
independent electrical “appliance mer- 
chants.

Electrical merchandise must 
be sold at a loss if merchandised ac- 
cording to TVA plans, and only the 
public utility is in a position te ab- 
sorb this loss, charging their loss of 
merchandising naturally to the cost of 
operating their electrical current, 
which in turn must reflect to the cur- 
rent-consuming public’s disadvantage.

When and if the leases are approved 
by both parties to the contract, in 
final form, and are signed by both, 
President Hill said his company will 
properly notify Governor Talmadge, 
for the state of Georgia, which is 
the owner of the property involved. 

Governor Talmadge has expressed 
the view that the state, when it leased 
its railroad property to the N., C. 
& St. L., did not include the air 
rights above the property and that 
the state, therefore, ghould receive 
added compensation if the proposed 
stores are erected above the tracks 
on the street level. 

Plans for Project. 

The original announcement made in 
Atlanta stated that the railroad would 
build four units over the tracks, the 
first, consisting of four retail store 
units, to face the Whitehall viaduct 
and extend back 100 feet toward Pry- 
or street. The second unit was to 
consist of a garage, occupying the re- 
mainder of the space between White- 
hall and Pryor, with main entrance 
on Pryor street, 

The remaining two units, their char- 
acter not specified, were to cover the 
tracks between Whitehall and Broad 
streets and Broad and Forssth streets, 
respectively.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—(?)— 
The federal government set out to- 
day to track down the second recent 
charge that government workers were 
being required to make political cam- 
paign contributions—this one involy- 
ing the Philadelphia internal revenue 
office. 

Although the investigation which 
came to light today and a similar in- 
quiry into charges involving a fed- 
eral office in Michigan here in close 
sequence, treasury officials said the 
administration had instituted no gen- 
eral campaign to search for ses 
of political fund solicitation among 
those holding federal jobs. 

The treasury and civil service com- 
mission were jointly concerned in the 
inquiry into the charge that employes 
in the office of the Philadelphia col- 
lector of internal revenue had been 
assessed for political war chests. 

Guy T. Helvering, commissioner of 
internal revenue, was engaged in a 
preliminary study of a detailed report 
on the Philadelphia charges, prepara- 
tory to turning over the report—com- 
piled by investigators for both the 
treasury and civil service—to Secre- 
tary Morgenthau.

The School of Experience. 
There is no school in which the 


lessons given by teachers are quite 


like those we learn in the school of 
our own experience. Most of us can 
remember and profit by our mistakes,

It is axiomatic with almost all good 
hridge players that in opening the 
bidding when a hand contains a choice 
between a biddable suit and notrump, 
the suit and not notrump should be 
bid first. This is especially true when 
a side is vulnerable as there is no 
type of hand that can go quite so 
bad as a notrump if the distribution 
is unfavorable. It is frue for a far 
more basic reason, and that is that 
the purpose of bidding is to facilitate 
and not shut out the free exchange 
of information, except of course when 
the hands are of a freakish type sug- 
gesting pre-emptive bids.

South is marked with 
strength in either spades or hearts as 
he no doubt anticipates a major suit 
response, Hence, whichever suit South 
has, North can contribute toward the 
establishment of it. Even a small pen- 
alty, from North’s standpoint, is more 
desirable than an effort to make game. 

In the play South opened the knave 
of hearts, which North won with the 
ace, and North, instead of continuing 
the hearts, now led a small club. East 
played small, and South won and re- 
turned a club. This East was forced 
to take. Seeking to minimize his losses 
by establishing a spade trick, East 
now led a card in that suit, and when 
South played low, put on the knave, 
hoping that South for his double had 
had both the ace and queen.

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$9,407,764 of Federal Money 
Is Expended in Georgia by AAA 


WASHINGTON, May 24. 

The agricultural adjustment adminis- 
tration announced today it had ex- 
pended $9,407,764 in Georgia since it 
was created, through April 3 this 
year. 

Of the sum $8,783,020 was for 
rental and benefit payments; $543,- 
624 administrative and $81,119 for 
removal of the surplus in hogs. 

The bulk of rental and benefit pay- 
ments in the state were for removal 
of cotton from production. Only four 
counties were reported as receiving 
such remuneration for wheat, Craw- 
ford $385; Houston $568 Macon 
£1,350, and Peach $2,859.

WAYNESBORO, Ga., May 24.—A 
practical demonstration was given 
near here Wednesday, on the 1,200- 
acre farm of Reese and Evans, to 
show how soil may be built up with 
cover crops, preventing erosion, and 
how all planting and harvesting may 
be done with machinery. 

The demonstration, which was wit- 
nessed by 200 farmers and agricul- 
tural agents from over Georgia, was 
given on the 520-acre oat crop, the 
grain being harvested, threshed and 
sacked all in one operation. The har- 
vester was pulled by a tractor. 

Following the harvesting of the 
grain, a demonstration was also given 
with machinery which piowed the land 
and seeded i‘ with cover crops, peas or 
some other legume. 

Burke county was formerly one of 
the leading cotton growing counties 
in the state, and only lost its lead 
by farmers turning to other crops. 
as was the case of Reese and Evans. 
They cultivate approximately 1,200 
acres divided as follows: oats 520 
acres, corn 300, cotton 285 with re-

mainder in cover crops. Thus it 
will be seen that acreage in oats lead, 
corn is second and cotton is third. 

Reese and Evans specialize in oats. 
In 1932 their 85 acres averaged 25 
bushels an acre; in 1933 they planted 
325 acres the yield of which was 30 
bushels an acre. This year the yield 
on 520 acres will be from 36 to 40 
bushels an acre, it was said. 

They also raise enough livestock 
to supply the farm’s needs. 

The farm is operated by John H. 
Reese, who lives on the farm and 
A. F. Evans, who lives in Waynes- 


ro. 

Following the grain-cutting demon- 
stration Wednesday, whith was under 
direction of L. A. Hawkins, extension 
agriculturist of the International Har- 
vester Company, Chicago, a barbecue 
dinner was served on the Reese-Evans 
farm at which Hawkins and Harry 
L. Brown, director of agricultural 
extension serving in Georgia, spoke. 

Erosion Danger. 

Hawkins talked mainly about soil 
erosion and what a serious menace it 
is today to American agriculture. He

said agriculture was the nation’s larg- 
est industry, the foundation of all 
progress, and that the farm must main- 
tain itself, as well as all other in- 
dustries as well. He said soil erosion 
in the south carries away each year 
more than 2] times the amount of 
plant food used by the growing crops. 
He further stated that the top soil 
washed away in this state every year 
would more than pay all of the land 
taxes and fertilizer bills of the farm- 
ers to stop this erosion. The speaker 
explained that land sloping only one 
foot to the hundred feet at the present 
time was losing annually from 1 to 30 
tons of soil per acre. Hawkins said 
this alarming condition was discov- 
ered when government crop reports 
showed heavier and heavier decreases 
in the yields of all crops. 

Harry Brown in his talk enlarged 
upon what Hawkins had to say, and 
added that heretofore the primary aim 
had been the making of money on the 
farm without regard for the future. 


'He said we had depended upon one 


crop to do everything for us—feed, 
clothe and furnish the recreation. 


STRIKE AGREEMENT 


DALTON, Ga., May 24.—(4)—The 
Washington labor board agreement 
for settlement of the Real Silk Ho- 
siery Mill strike here was consider- 
ed by strikers in a mass meeting to- 
day but wage issues were raised 
against it and action was deferred 
pending a conference with company 
officials, 

Union leaders said the agreement, 
reached yesterday, provided for a re- 
turn to work at the wages prevail- 
ing at the time of the walkout, and 
did not cover the 10 per cent increase 
for workers making more than $20 a 
week and 20 per cent for those un- 
der $20. 

They said at the time the strike 
was called the workers had been grant- 
ed this increase, but went out before 
the new rates went into effect.

STATE BANKERS 
ADOPT NRA CODE 


Albany Meet Hears 
Farmers’ Confidence 
Must Be Regained. 


ALBANY, Ga. May 24—(?)— 
Georgia bankers were told today that 
one of their major problems was that 
of regaining the farmers’ loan busi- 
ness from the government. 

H. Grady Langford, of Meansviile, 
chairman of the agricultural commit- 
tee of the Georgia Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, speaking at the organization’s 
annual convention here, said that the 
bankers also faced the task of regain- 
ing the confidence of the agricultur- 
ists which he declared had been lost 
through past failure to co-operate. 


Before taking up the banker-farm- 
er relationship, one of the three prin- 
cipal subjects on their agenda, the 
bankers approved a code of fair prac- 
tices as demanded under the banking 
code. ° 
The rules adopted by the association 
provide: 

That banks shall be open to the 
public only between the hours of 9 
a. m. and 3:30 p. m., with an option 
of an hour differential either way if 
the maximum hours are not exceeded. 
That no interest shall be paid on de- 
mand deposits except as provided in 
the banking act of 1933. 

That no bank shall comnound in- 
terest on time and savings deposits 
oftener than semi-annually. 

That deposits of less than $50 
shall be accepted only in consideration 
of a monthly charge of 50 cents. 

The bankers heard sharp criticism 
of the “old-time capitalistic system” 
at the outset of the meeting, in the 
annual address of the association's 
president, Walter Harrison, of La- 
vonia. He termed the system “out 
of date, inadequate and a menace to 
the masses.” 

The banking situation was reviewed 
by Ronald Ransom, chairman of the 
banking code committee and vice pres- 
dent of the Fulton National Bank ef 
Atlanta. He said the banking holiday 
was caused by a collapse of industry. 

A discussion of banking insurance, 
public relations and private banking 
are on tomorrow’s program. R. E. 
Gormley, state superintendent of banks, 
will address the convention tomorruw. 

Officers will be elected at tomor- 
row’s session and the delegates will 
enjoy a golf tournament over the Ra- 
dium Springs course.

MILLS, COLBY ASSAIL 
“ROOSEVELT’S POLICIES

NEW YORK, May 24—(?)—

the Economie Club at which Bain- 
bridge Colby voiced his opposition to

Sought in Tennessee 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 24.—(#) 
The Press Scimitar today said that 
a “model” liquor law for Tennessee, 
giving counties the right to prohib- 
it sales within their borders, will 
be proposed to the Tennessee Bar 
Association convention here June 
1-2, by its jurisprudence and law 
reform committee.

City Bankruptcy Bill | 


Signed by Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—(2)—|: 


President Roosevelt today signed the 
municipal bankruptcy bill to allow 
sealing down of city obligations. 

The president also approved a meas- 


ure liberalizing the naturalization 
and citizenship laws, particularly re- 
lating to women. 

The new bankruptcy law, intro- 
duced by Representative Wilcox, dem- 
ocrat, Florida, is» part of a general 
bankruptcy revision program. 

The last congress permitted rail- 
roads and farmers to scale down their 
debts. A similar measure, to enable 
corporations to refinance, is before a 
conference committee and. probably 
will go to the White House soon. 

The municipal measure permits 51 
per cent of the creditors to petition 
a federal court for approval of a re- 
financing plan, 

If the court agrees, the consent of 
75 per cent of the creditors must be 
obtained, whereupon the refinancing is 
put into effect.
